The symptoms were as fol- 
lows; abdominal cramping and 
pain, nausea, vomiting, and fre- 
quent. diarrhea, sometimes 
accompanied by chills and fever.

tornadoes seem attracted to 
mobile homes? Just about every 
time there's à report of a tornado 
it seems some mobile homes are 
damaged or destroyed. 

‘Take last November, for exam- 

ple. A relatively weak tornado 
struck a mobile home park in 
Brevard County. The twister's 
100 mph winds destroyed over 
500 mobile homes, injured dozens 
of folks and, unfortunately, 
claimed one life. 
A more dramatic example 
occurred with Hurricane Andrew 
on August 23, 1992. Before 
Andrew.there were 1,200 mobile 
homes-in Homestead. After 
Andrew six manufactured homes 
remained. 


There's really no mystery. 
Mobile homes and high winds 
just don't mix. Even with tie- 


downs a mobile home is still sus- 
ceptible to gusty winds. In fact, 
when a hurricane is headed our 
way mobile home residents are 
required to leave their home. It's 
the law in Florida. 

Of course, the next question is 
where are all those folks going to 
go? There are thousands of 
mobile homes in our area. Lots of 
manufactured homes and lots of 
people will be trying to, find.a 
place safe from a hurricane. 

Maybe more mobile home 
parks should follow the example 
of the Indianwood mobile home 
community in Indiantown in 
western Martin county. Indian- 
wood is ready for a hurricane, 
thanks to resident Stan Somer- 
has. 

Mr. Somerhas decided that his 
friends and neighbors would be 
protected from a hurricane. Since 
residents have to leave their 
manufactured homes when a 
storm is coming, Mr. Somerhas 
built a place for them to seek 
refuge in an on-site shelter at 
Indianwood. 

He didn't stop there. Indian- 
wood may be the best prepared 
community in our area. "We have 
electric power with generators," 
said Mr. Somerhas. "We've also 
got a water pump on our fire 
truck so we can pump water out 
of the pool or ponds." 
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"That's if they run out of water. ; 
Mr. Somerhas has 200 gallons 
stored away along with first aid 
supplies and cots. Residents sup- 
ply their own food. "We've even 
made provision to have 15 ~, 
portable potties," he said. » 
Perhaps, the best part of his 
disaster plan is that it takes care 
of everyone. No resident of Indi- 
anwood is on their own. Neigh- 
bors check on their neighbors. 
Detailed lists are prepared. 
Everyone knows what's going on. 
"We've involved everyone in the 
plan;" Mr. Somerhas said. "We ; 
have meetings throughout the 
year so everyone knows their job." 
Mr. Somerhas has created a 
comprehensive ten page disaster 
plan that covers all the bases. 
"We think it is important that we 
be ready for a hurricane," he said. 
"One of these days a storm is 
going to hit our area and we'll be
